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Eagles Lose Heartbreaker to Holt in State Final

Romulus High School's boys' bas- 
ketball team finished an outstanding 
season on Saturday, March 19, with a 
65-62 loss to Holt High School in the 
MHSAA Class "A" final. 

The game — held at Michigan State 
University's Breslin Center in East Lan- 
sing — turned out to be a real nail-biter, 
despite the fact that Holt led by as many 
as 13 in the second half. 

With the Eagles down 54—45 at the 
beginning of the fourth quarter, RHS 
seniors Jerret Smith and Jason Gibson 
outscored Holt, 17 to 8, to bring their 
team within a single point (63-62) with 
34 seconds left to play. A couple of time- 
outs and a held ball later, Romulus had 
possession with just 8.5 seconds re- 
maining, but turned it over when refer- 
ees called senior Avery Stephenson out 
of bounds. Stephenson then fouled Ty 


Motley, who increased Holt's lead to 3. 


by making both free throws. As the 
clock ran out, a final, frantic three-point 
attempt by RHS senior Geryn Reese 
just missed, dashing the Eagles' hopes 
for a chance at overtime. 

Although the team was understand- 
ably down immediately after the loss, 
head coach Nate Oats said that his 
players quickly recovered their spirits. 

"By the time we wentto dinner [after 
the game], they were already cheering 
up," said Oats. "They realized that they 
had accomplished something special. 

"Everybody's pretty proud of the 
season we had," he added. 

And deservedly so. The Eagles’ 
appearance in the state final was only 
the team's second overall, and the first 
since 1986, when Terry Mills (who went 
on to play for the University of Michigan 
and several NBA teams, including the 
Detroit Pistons) led RHS to the school's 
sole championship. 

According to Oats, the 2004-2005 
Eagles had several fine players, buttwo 
— Smith and Stephenson — stood out 
from the rest. 

"Jerret really took on a leadership 
role after Ron Coleman graduated last 
year," said Oats, noting that Coleman, 
who currently plays for the Wolverines, 
will be joined in the fall by Smith, who 
has already signed a letter of intent to 
attend and play for UM. 

Smith — second during the regular 
season with 363 total points — played 
outstanding ball during the Eagles' play- 
off run, chalking up 11 points, 7 assists,

and 9 rebounds in the quarterfinal 
against Detroit Pershing; 12 points and 
6 steals inthe semifinal against Saginaw; 
and 19 points against Holt in the final. 

Stephensonwas the team's leading 
scorer in regular-season play, racking 
up 368 points, and was second in re- 
bounds with 153. 

Oats and his assistant coaches — 
Steve Glenn (a point guard on the 1986 
championship Eagles team) and Joshua

Baker (a point guard on Oats's old team 
at the University of Wisconsin) — will 
have their work cut out for them next 
year, since all but three members of this 
year's team are seniors. Only junior 
Kevin Smith, sophomore Devin Searcy, 
and freshman Dominique Buckley will 
return in the fall. 

"We'll definitely be in a rebuilding 
mode," said Oats.

| then went to her Website to see if 
she gave reasons for running and meth- 
ods to achieve a successful administra- 
tion, should she be elected. | found 
more lofty rhetoric and generalizations, 
with no specifics or any listing of training 
oremployment qualifications that would 
equip her with necessary skills to do the 
job if she gets it. 

She says that her work experience 
favorably compares with that of former 
mayors William Oakley and Beverly 
McAnally, both of whom served on the 
legislative body before being elected 
mayor. Mrs. McAnally also served full 
time for six years as city treasurer. But, 


_ Mrs. Romak fails to mention that both 


Mr. Oakley and Mrs. McAnally had suc- 
cessful careers in the private sector 
before their careers in public service. 
Ms. Romak doesn't tell us about her 
work experience, or if she has any. She 
doesn't tell us what educational prepa- 


ration she has garnered since high 
school that equips her for the mayor's 
position. She doesn't tell us where she 
has served her community in any ca- 
pacity prior to her involvement with a 
citizen activist group that helped op- 
pose a proposed injection well. 

Ms. Romak boasts that she is a 
strong leader "that will not be led.” That 
sounds a lot like a dictatorship to me. | 
hope that she would have allegiance to 
some ideals andambitions of those who 
surpass her in accomplishment, experi- 
ence, and influence. | would also hope 
that she would be led by the wishes of 
those who elect leaders. Her failure in 
leadership is evident in the lack of re- 
spect and support of her fellow council 
members. She and her cohort, Council 
member Charles Miller, vote as one, 
rarely giving an independent vote, and 
always voting "no" on issues of their 
private and negative interest.

Romak Addresses Her Concerns Regarding City Budget

This is a time of well-publicized and 
documented economic difficulties, when 
cities across our state are reeling from 
the reduction of state-shared revenues, 
dipping into fund balances, and making 
cuts whenever they can. The manage- 
ment of city finances is a topic of public 
discussion everywhere and a matter of 
genuine concern. 

A promise or a mandate? 

FACT: The City of Romulus is le- 
gally subject to the budgetary control 
requirements of the State of Michigan 
PA 621 of 1978 (Uniform Budgeting 
Act), as amended. One of the major 
provisions of this public act is that bud- 
gets must be balanced; therefore, all 
administrators must balance their bud- 
gets. In short, it has nothing to do with 
promises. (audit*) 

FACT: The Romulus City Council 
was not presented with the annual audit 
report provided by Plante & Moran until 
minutes before the scheduled audit pre- 
sentation. Unfortunately, we never had 
an opportunity to discuss some areas of 
concern that were mentioned in the 
auditor's report. 

FACT: Expenses have increased 
by $3.4 million during the year. This 
includes $2.7 million for infrastructure- 
related items (Huron River Drive, Ecorse 
Road, and Pennsylvania Road) and 
roughly $700,000 for healthcare. (audit*) 

FACT: Again this year, state-shared 
revenue was reduced by the State of 
Michigan. This represents a 7.5% de- 
crease from the prior year, and a de- 
crease of 20.1% from 2001. (audit*) 

FACT: The City of Romulus received 
several onetime revenues (airport park- 
ing fees, additional inspection fees from 
Northwest Airlines, and a contract with 
Centex Homes for the sale of 59 acres) 
that significantly affected the City's pro- 
jected fund balance. According to the 
audit, those onetime revenues are not 
expected to repeat in the future; there- 
fore, we must continue to monitor all 
expenditures closely and to enhance 
revenues. Further, because of reduc- 
tions in several major revenue sources, 

_ the City will have to use $1.9 million of 
its fund balance in order to provide a 
balanced budget. Again, this empha- 
sizes the need to continue to watch our 
budget very closely. (audit*) 

_, FACT: The above-mentioned one- 
time revenues allowed the City to avoid 
a significant reduction to its General 
Fund balance. As of June 30, 2004, the 


City had an unreserved and undesig- 
nated General Fund balance of approxi- 
mately $1.2 million. That unreserved 
and undesignated fund balance ex- 
cludesalmost $2 million of fund balance 
earmarked to balance the adopted bud- 
get for the 2004/2005 fiscal year. Based 
on initial projections for the City's 2005/ 
2006 fiscal year, it is expected that the 
City will require an additional $2 million 
to balance that budget, according to the 
audit report. 

FACT: Currently, the City's remain- 
ing unreserved and undesignated Gen- 
eral Fund balance is not sufficient to 
balance the shortfall projected for the 
City's 2005/2006 fiscal year. (audit*) 

However, Councilhas been assured 
by the Finance Department that the City 
has $3.2 million in fund balance, andwill 
draw down $1.9 million to address our 
projected shortfall. | understand that 
those reductions will be disclosed to 
City Council, citizens, and taxpayers as 
we enter budget hearings in April. 

As for improvements made to our 
city while we endure some of the worst 
economic times ... 

FACT: A full-time fire department 
was putinto place by the previous admin- 
istration, although, under the current 
administration, we have added addition- 
al firemen to the department. Several 
budgets ago, | felt so strongly about the 
need to establish a full-time fire depart- 
ment for citizens' protection that | re- 
fused to accept the proposed budget 
because it did not provide funding fora 
full-time department. Later, the previ- 
ous administration budgeted for the first 
eight full-time firemen. | must also men- 
tion and give credit to the paid-on-call 
men and women of our community who 
made that transition possible. Without 
their devotion, true commitmentto serv- 
ing others, andcontinued willingness to 
serve our community, a full-time fire 
department.would not have been pos- 
sible. |, for one, willbe forever grateful to 
those men and women for their endless 
personal sacrifices. The police- andfire- 
incurred costs in 2004 are at approxi- 
mately $10.6 million. Some say that the 
reorganizing of our police department 
had costs in other ways, besides a 
lengthy lawsuit that, to date, is still unre- 
solved. 

FACT: Our senior citizens well de- 
serve a new senior center with no in- 
crease in cost to the taxpayers. | can 
assure you that! will do everything in my 
legislative powers to promote this by 
introducing a resolution (unanimously 


approved by City Council on March 14) 
supporting the efforts of our Federal 
legislators in securing and maintaining 
funds needed to pay for the bonds ($3.5 
million) issued to build the new facility. 

FACT: Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG) funding could be 
jeopardized. Those funds are helping 
Romulus build a new senior center as 
wellas provide chore services and other 
needed programs in low- to moderate- 
income areas. Those funds also pro- 
vide needed dollars for housing rehab 
and historical projects, and help to as- 
sist civic/nonprofit organizations within 
our community. When these funds are 
reduce, it's across the board. (We have 
pre-committed CDBG funds for the next 
10 years to pay the $3.5-million bond 
debt for the new senior center.) 

FACT: President George W. Bush 
is proposing a Federal budget change 
to CDBG funding. It would move the 
program under the Department of Com- 
merce (CDBG funding currently is over- 
seen by the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, or HUD), andcom- 
bine it with other programs that would 
compete for the same funding. Presi- 
dent Bush's proposed budget was less 
than last year's Federal budget for the 
CDBG program, alone. 

FACT: The rest of the well-deserv- 


ing adults and youths in our community 
need a recreation facility at no increase 
in cost to the taxpayers. | will anxiously 
wait for one or more corporate sponsors 
tostep up with their million-dollar pledges 
as they did in Flat Rock, where Auto 
Alliance gave $6.1 million for naming 
rights and other perks, making it pos- 
sible for the citizens of Flat Rock to 
enjoy a facility with no increase in taxes. 
This is definitely a plan worth pursuing! 
A friendly reminder: Practically every 
public building has costs associated 
with it. Please take partin the scheduled 
meetings regarding the recreation facil- 
ity. Your input is a needed component, 
and is greatly appreciated. 

Financial decisions that shape the 
future of our city can and should be 
given greater planning priority. 

Friends and neighbors, with cer- 
tainty it is an election year. It is a FACT 
that we are faced with difficult budget 
times, a depressed economy, cuts in 
revenues (both onthe Federal and State 
levels), onetime revenues never to be 
repeated, increased costs, and in- 
creased expenditures, whether it is an 
election year or not.

Henry explained that Peer Mediation 
is used to resolve students’ disputes at 
the elementary, middle-school, andhigh- 
school levels in the Romulus Commu- 
nity Schools. Both parties of a dispute 
have to agree, in writing, to abide by the

findings of their peer mediators. The 
mediation process begins with each side 
presenting his/her side ofthe story. Each 
student then has to try to pick out why 
his/her action(s) caused a problem for 
the opposite party. Each one also has 
an opportunity to offer possible solu- 
tions to be considered by the peer media- 
tors hearing the case. 

"We find that Peer Mediation is very 
effective at Romulus High School, and 
helps to diffuse difficult student situa- 
tions," said Henry. "Our mediators are 
sensitive to the concerns of their class- 
mates, and keep all information on hear- 
ings confidential." 

Henry believes that much of the 
program's success can be attributed to 
the students’ respect for the mediators. 

"Our student body has a high de- 
gree of esteem for the peer mediators 
and their work,” she said. O
